“HOURS  OF  WORK  ACT,  1923.” 


His  Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  rescission  of  all 
previous  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Adjust¬ 
ment  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and 
has  approved  of  the  following  regulations  made  by 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  in  lieu  thereof: — 

Having  regard  to  the  nature  and  conditions  of 
the  industrial  undertakings  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned,  the  condition  of  employment  and  welfare 
of  employees,  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  after 
inquiry  held  pursuant  to  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
Act,  i923,”  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  hereby  exempts 
to  the  extent  hereinafter  stated  from  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  s^id  Act  the  industrial  undertakings 
and  workers  engaged  therein,  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned,  namely  : — 

1.  All  persons  employed  in  sawmills,  planing- 
mills  and  shingle-mills  situate  in  that  part  of  the 
Province  lying  east  of  the  Cascade  Mountains  shall 
be  permitted  to  work  one  hour  per  day  in  excess 
of  the  limit  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  Act ; 
but  the  total  hours  worked  in  any  week  shall  not 
exceed  fifty-four. 

2.  In  the  industrial  undertakings  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  regulation  the  limit  of  hours  of 
work  thereby  fixed  may  be  exceeded  by  one  hour 
per  day  on  five  days  of  each  week  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  shorter  work-day  on  one  day  of  the 
week ;  but  the  total  hours  worked  in  any  week 
shall  not  exceed  fifty-four. 

3.  In  sawmills,  planing-mills,  and  shingle- 
mills  situate  in  that  part  of  the  Province  lying 
east  of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  and  which  are 
operated  with  a  single  shift  of  engineers,  firemen, 
and  oilers,  the  engineers,  firemen,  and  oilers  shall 
be  permitted  to  work  overtime  to  the  extent  of 
one  and  one-half  hours  per  day  to  cover  prepara¬ 
tory  and  complementary  work  in  addition  to  the 
said  fifty-four  hours  per  week  set  forth  in  Regu¬ 
lation  1. 


4.  All  persons  employed  in  the  lumber  and 
shingle-manufacturing  industries  in  booming  opera¬ 
tions,  or  in  handling  and  transporting  lumber  for 
planing  to  fill  urgent  orders,  or  for  shipping  to 
(ill  urgent  orders,  shall  be  permitted  to  work  such 
hours  in  excess  of  the  limit  of  hours  of  work 
prescribed  in  section  3  of  the  Act  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary. 

5.  All  persons  employed  on  night  shifts  in  saw¬ 
mills,  planing-mills,  and  shingle  mills  situate  in 
that  part  of  the  Province  lying  west  of  the  Cas¬ 
cade  Mountains  shall  be  permitted  to  work  a 
total  of  forty-eight  hours  each  week  in  five  nights, 
in  lieu  of  forty-eight  hours  each  week  in  six 
nights;  but  no  night  shift  shall  exceed  ten  hours: 
Provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not  apply  in 
respect  of  industrial  establishments  carried  on  by 
any  employer  unless  the  actual  working-hours  of 
each  person  working  for  that  employer,  either  by 
the  day  or  by  the  piece,  or  otherwise,  are  limited 
to  forty-eight  hours  in  the  week. 

6.  All  persons  employed  in  the  logging  industry 
in  booming  operations,  or  in  transporting  logs  on  a 
logging-railway,  by  motor-trucks,  horses,  flumes, 
or  river-driving,  or  in  -transporting  workmen  or 
supplies  for  purposes  of  the  industry,  or  in  the 
operation  and  upkeep  of  donkey-engines,  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the 
Act. 

7.  In  all  industrial  undertakings  which  use 
steam  as  a  motive  power  and  which  are  operated 
with  a  single  shift  of  engineers,  firemen,  and  oilers, 
the  engineers,  firemen,  and  oilers  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  work  overtime  to  the  extent  of  one  and 
one-half  hours  per  day  to  cover  preparatory  or 
complementary  work  in  addition  to  the  maximum 
hours  of  work  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  Act. 

8.  All  persons  employed  as  members  of  the 
shipping  staff  in  industrial  undertakings  where 
shipping  operations  are  of  an  intermittent  nature 
shall  be  permitted  to  work  during  such  hours  in 
excess  of  the  limit  of  hours  of  work  prescribed 
in  section  3  of  the  Act  as  may  be  necessary  from 
time  to  time  to  enable  urgent  shipping  orders  to 
be  promptly  executed. 

9.  All  persons  employed  in  ship-repair  plants, 
engineering-works,  machine-shops,  foundries,  weld¬ 
ing  plants,  sheet-metal  works,  belt-works,  saw- 
works,  and  all  like  plants  doing  repair-work,  when 
engaged  on  urgent  work  which  must  of  necessity 
be  done,  in  order  that  other  industries  shall  not 
be  seriously  handicapped  in  their  operations,  are 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  Act. 

10.  All  bakers  employed  in  the  baking  industry 
shall  be  permitted  to  work  ten  hours  per  month  in 
excess  of  forty-eight  hours  per  week,  and  all  bakery 
salesmen  or  deliverymen  twenty-six  hours  per 
month  in  excess  of  forty-eight  hours  per  week. 

11.  The  fishing  industry  and  all  its  attendant 
branches,  including  the  canning  or  otherwise  pre¬ 
serving  of  fish  and  the  manufacture  of  by-products 
of  fish,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

12.  All  persons  employed  in  cook  and  bunk 
houses  in  connection  with  any  industrial  under¬ 
taking  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

13.  All  persons  employed  in  the  manufacture  of 
furniture,  beds  and  mattresses,  as  operators  of 
picking  and  garnering  machines,  shall  be  permitted 
to  work  four  hours  per  week  in  excess  of  the  limit 
of  hours  of  work  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the 
Act  during  the  following  months :  February, 
March.  April.  May,  September.  October. 

14.  Two  machine-tenders  and  two  back-tenders 
in  the  employ  of  the  Sidney  Roofing  and  Paper 
Company.  Ltd.,  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  this  Act  while  engaged  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  paper,  but  only  while  so  engaged. 

15.  All  persons  employed  in  the  manufacture  of 
wooden  boxes  or  containers  for  shipment  or  dis¬ 
tribution  of  fish,  fruit,  or  vegetables  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  work  such  hours  in  excess  of  the  limit 
prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  Act,  for  the  months 
of  June,  July,  August,  September,  and  October, 
1925,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  to 
fill  urgent  order’s. 

16.  The  employer  in  every  industrial  under¬ 
taking  in  which  additional  hours  are  worked  by 
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any  person  employed  therein  in  pursuance  of  sec¬ 
tion  6  of  the  Act,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  of  these 
regulations  which  permits  a  limited  extension  of 
working-hours  in  excess  of  the  limit  of  hours  of 
work  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  Act,  shall 
keep  a  record  thereof  in  the  following  form,  and 
shall  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  file  with  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  a  duplicate  of  the  record  for 
the  last  preceding  month : —

17.  Every  employer  shall  notify,  by  means  of 
the  posting  of  notices  in  conspicuous  places  in  the 
works  or  other  suitable  place,  where  the  same  may 
readily  be  seen  by  all  persons  employed  by  him, 
the  hours  at  which  work  begins  and  ends,  and, 
where  work  is  carried  on  by  shifts,  the  hours  at 
which  each  shift  begins  and  ends,  also  such  rest 
intervals  accorded  dtiring  the  period  of  work  as 
are  not  reckoned  as  part  of  the  working-hours. 
These  hours  shall  be  so  fixed  that  the  duration  of 
the  work  shall  not  exceed  the  limits  prescribed 
by  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act,  1923,”  or  by  the 
regulations  made  thereunder,  and  when  so  notified 
they  shall  not  be  changed  except  upon  twenty-four 
hours’  notice  of  such  change  posted  as  hereinbefore 
specified ;  and  in  all  cases  of  partial  or  temporary 
exemption  granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
under  section  10  of  the  Act  a  like  notice  of  the 
change  in  working-hours  shall  be  posted,  which 
notice  shall  also  state  the  grounds  on  which  the 
exemption  was  granted. 

18.  Where  additional  hours  of  work  are  allowed 
by  any  of  these  regulations  to  cover  certain  classes 
of  workers  or  special  conditions  set  out  in  the 
regulation,  such  additional  hours  shall  apply  only 
in  respect  of  the  classes  of  workers  and  the 
special  conditions  so  set  out,  and  shall  in  no  sense 
be  regarded  as  part  of  the  normal  working-day.

Limited,  located  at  Stave  Falls,  Province  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia,  more  particularly  described  here¬ 
under. 

The  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  approved 
the  plans  submitted  by  the  Company  and  has 
issued  conditional  water  licences  in  connection  with 
the  development  of  the  Alouette  Lake  power 
scheme.  The  Company  has  proceeded  with  the 
development  of  the  Alouette  power  and  has  already 
expended  one  and  one-half  million  dollars  towards 
the  completion  of  the  necessary  works. 

The  right-of-way  for  the  transmission-line  crosses 
several  Dominion  licensed  timber  berths.  The 
Company  has  purchased  the  merchantable  timber 
affected  by  the  right-of-way  from  the  timber 
licensees  and  the  lands  affected  have  been  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  berths  and  are  now  vacant  and 
available. 

An  officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
inspected  the  right-of-way  and  reports  that  the 
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area  affected  is  not  of  agricultural  value ;  that 
poles  have  already  been  erected  for  carrying  the 
high-tension  wires.  The  Inspector  recommends 
that  the  area  covered  by  the  right-of-way  be  sold 
to  the  Company  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  acre.  The 
purchase-money,  amounting  to  1,020,  has  been  paid 
in  full. 

The  Minister  recommends  that  he  be  authorized 
to  sell  to  the  Burrard  Power  Company,  Limited, 
that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land  comprised 
within  the  limits  of  the  right-of-way  for  a  trans¬ 
mission-line,  which  said  limits  are  parallel  lines 
fifty  feet  on  either  side  of  the  centre  line  as  shown 
on  the  plan  of  survey,  and  bounded  on  the  south 
by  the  south  boundary  of  Section  Thirty-six  in 
Township  Fifteen,  east  of  the  Coast  meridian,  and 
on  the  north  by  the  north  boundary  of  the  South 
Half  of  Section  Two  in  the  Fifth  Township  in 
the  Third  Range,  west  of  the  seventh  meridian, 
which  6aid  plan  was  approved  and  confirmed  by 
F.  II.  Peters,  Acting  Surveyor-General  of  Do¬ 
minion  Lands  at  Ottawa,  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  and  of  record  in  the  Department  of  the  In¬ 
terior  under  number  thirty-three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy-eight ;  the  said  parcel  con¬ 
taining  by  admeasurement  one  hundred  and  two 
acres,  more  or  less,  subject  to  the  Company  paying 
the  licence  dues  for  the  mex-chantable  timber  cut 
on  the  right-of-way  through  timber  berths  and  per¬ 
mit  due  on  the  right-of-way  outside  the  timber 
berths. 

The  Committee  submit  the  same  for  approval.

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  6th  February, 
1925,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
an  application  from  the  Burrard  Power  Company, 
Limited,  a  subsidiary  company  of  the  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Electric  Railway  Company,  to  purchase 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  development  of 
power  from  Alouette  Lake,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  the  land  required  for  dam-site, 
power-house  site,  tunnel  portals,  and  right-of-way 
for  tunnel,  more  particularly  described  in  the 
Schedule  attached  hereto. 

Under  the  authority  of  chapter  47,  Statutes  of 
Canada,  2  George  V.,  as  amended  by  chapter  45, 
3-4  George  V.,  the  administration  of  the  waters 
within  the  Railway  Belt,  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  has  been  transferred  to  the  authorities 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  to  be  admin¬ 
istered  under  the  Water  Acts  of  the  Province  as 
if  said  Acts  were  enacted  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  such  administration  to  continue  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

The  Province  of  British  Columbia  has  issued 
to  the  Burrard  Power  Company,  Limited,  con¬ 
ditional  water  licences  in  respect  to  the  use  and 
storage  of  the  waters  of  Alouette  Lake,  copies  of 
which  licences  are  on  file  in  the  Department  of 
the  Interior. 

The  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights,  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  held  several  public  meetings,  at  which  the 
holders  of  any  rights  which  might  be  adversely 
affected  by  the  development  of  the  Alouette  power 
had  an  opportunity  of  protecting  and  arranging  for 
the  protection  of  such  rights.  The  original  plans 
were  amended  to  meet  any  such  objections  and  the 
revised  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Provincial 
authorities.  These  plans  have  been  examined  by 
the  Water  Power  Branch  and  have  been  accepted 
as  satisfactory. 

Title  to  the  land  applied  for  is  to  be  withheld 
until  such  time  as  the  Burrard  Power  Company 
has  purchased  the  merchantable  timber  from  the 
owners  of  all  Dominion  licensed  timber  berths 


affected  by  the  power-development  and  until  all 
such  lands  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  various 
timber  berths.  The  Company  has  already  pur¬ 
chased  nearly  all  the  merchantable  timber  from 
the  licensees. 

In  connection  with  any  rights  which  may  be 
acquired  by  the  Burrard  Power  Company,  Limited, 
under  the  authority  of  this  instrument,  the  Do¬ 
minion  Government  is  not  in  any  way  to  be  held 
responsible  for  any  damage  that  may  at  any  time 
be  occasioned  during  the  construction  of  the  works 
or.  the  subsequent  operation  thereof,  and  the  Com¬ 
pany  shall  indemnify  the  Dominion  Government  in 
full  for  any  damage  which  may  result  to  the  prop¬ 
erty  and  rights  of  the  Dominion. 

An  officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
inspected  the  proposed  Alouette  power-development 
scheme  on  the  24th  May,  1924.  He  reported  that 
the  areas  affected  by  the  dam-site,  power-house 
site,  portal  tunnels,  and  right-of-way  for  tunnel 
are  of  small  agricultural  value  and  he  has  placed 
a  valuation  thereon  of  $10  per  acre,  recommend¬ 
ing  that  the  areas  be  sold  to  the  Company  at  this 
price.  :i  ; 

The  Burrard  Power  Company,  Limited,  is  finan¬ 
cially  able  to  undertake  and  develop  the  Alouette 
power  scheme,  and  it  is  represented  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights,  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  Province 
that  this  development  be  speedily  undertaken  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  increasing  power  demands 
in  the  region  served. 

The  Minister  therefore  recommends  that,  not¬ 
withstanding  section  2  of  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  6th  June,  1918,  P.C.  1292,  he  be  authorized 
to  sell  to  the  Burrard  Power  Company  at  the  rate 
of  $10  per  acre  the  lands  required  for  a  dam-site, 
power-house  6ite,  tunnel  portals,  and  right-of-way 
for  tunnel,  as  shown  in  the  Schedule  attached 
hereto,  and  to  issue  title  thereto  when  the  Com¬ 
pany  has  fully  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Water  Acts  of  British  Columbia  and  has  con¬ 
structed  the  various  works  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior ;  the  Company  to  be 
allowed  a  period  of  three  years  from  this  date 
within  which  to  complete  the  necessary  works.  The 
purchase  price,  amounting  to  $3,867,  has  been 
paid  in  full  by  the  Company. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.

CORPORATION  OF  DELTA. 


A  By-law  to  provide  for  the  Adaptation  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  portion  of  the  Drainage  and  Dyking  Works 
of  a  portion  of  the  Municipality  of  Delta  for 
Irrigation  Purposes,  and  for  levying  the  Cost 
of  such  Irrigation-works  upon  the  Lands  bene¬ 
fited  thereby. 

Provisionally  adopted  the  14th  day  of 
March,  1925. 

HEREAS  a  majority  in  number  and  value 
of  the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  adaptation  of  the  drain¬ 
age  or  dyking  works  hereinafter  mentioned  have 
petitioned  the  Council  of  the  Municipality  of  Delta, 
praying  that  the  Council  take  steps  and  proceed  and 
do  such  work  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  adapta¬ 
tion  of  a  portion  of  the  drainage  and  dyking  works 
of  the  Municipality  of  Delta  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  irrigation  for  the  lands  situate  within 
that  portion  of  the  area  of  the  Municipality  of 
Delta  hereinafter  described,  that  is  to  say :  Com¬ 
mencing  at  a  point  where  the  Trunk  Road  crosses 
Chiluckthan  Slough;  thence  east  following  the 
Trunk  Road  to  the  Green  Road;  thence  north  to 
Crescent  Slough ;  thence  east  following  said  slough 
to  the  east  boundary  of  Lot  137,  Group  2 ;  thence 
south  to  the  Trunk  Road ;  thence  east  following 
the  Trunk  Road  to  the  Tasker  Road  ;  thence  south 
following  the  Tasker  Road  to  Boundary  Bay ; 
thence  westerly  following  the  shore  of  Boundary 
Bay  to  south  boundary  of  Section  14,  Township  5 ; 
thence  west  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Section  15, 
Township  5 ;  thence  north  to  Chiluckthan  Slough ;

has  also  procured  plans  and  estimates  of  the  work 
to  be  made  by  the  said  C.  E.  Cooper,  C.E.,  and 
an  assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the  land  to 
be  benefited  by  such  irrigation-works,  stating  as 
nearly  as  he  can  the  proportion  or  benefit  which 
in  each  case  will  be  derived  in  consequence  of  such 
irrigation-works  by  every  lot  or  portion  of  lot,  the 
said  assessment  so  made  being  the  assessment  here¬ 
inafter  by  this  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and 
levied  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  hereinafter 
in  that  behalf  specially  set  forth  and  described,  and 
the  report  of  the  said  C.  E.  Cooper,  C.E.,  in  respect 
thereof  and  of  the  irrigation-works  being  as  fol¬ 
lows

Gentlemen,  In  accordance  with  l lie  instruc¬ 
tions  given  me  by  your  Council  to  examine  and 
report  upon  proposed  irrigation  of  the  land  as 
described  in  petition  presented  to  the  Council,  I 
bog  to  report  as  follows : — 

The  area  as  outlined  in  this  petition  is  provided 
with  ample  drainage-ditches  having  outlet  into 
Crescent  Slough  to  the  Fraser  River. 

I  believe  that  serviceable  irrigation  of  the  land 
above  referred  to  can  be  obtained  by  admission  of 
water  from  the  Fraser  River  into  the  drainage- 
ditches  through  the  flood-boxes  at  the  outlets  of 
the  Crescent  and  Chiluckthan  Sloughs. 

In  order  to  retain  water  I  would  recommend 
that  a  sluice-gate  be  constructed  in  the  drainage- 
ditch  on  the  east  side  of  Crescent  Island  Road 
near  south  side  of  Crescent  Slough  and  on  the 
south  end  of  the  flood-box  in  Chiluckthan  Slough, 
also  one  on  south  end  of  culvert  on  the  Trunk 
Road  at  the  Benson  Road,  together  with  the 
installation  of  any  small  boxes  with  check-gates 
that  may  be  necessary  along  Crescent  Slough 
within  the  area  above  referred  to. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  such  means  be 
adopted  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  flood¬ 
ing  of  lands  along  the  Crescent  Slough  outside  of 
the  area  above  referred. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  cost  of  installing 
be  assessed  an  equal  rate  per  acre  on  the  land 
within  the  area  as  outlined  in  the  petition.

2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of 
$1,300,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  said 
lands  so  to  be  benefited  as  aforesaid,  other  than 
lands  belonging  to  the  municipality,  a  special  rate 
of  16.5  cents  over  and  above  all  other  rates  shall 
after  the  final  passing  of  this  by-law  be  assessed 
and  levied  in  the  year  1925  upon  each  acre  of 
land  in  said  hereinbefore-described  area  of  land. 

3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  such  irri¬ 
gation-works  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  in 
each  year  upon  each  acre  of  land  in  the  said  here¬ 
inbefore-described  area  of  land  a  sum  of  money 
that  will  bear  the  same  relative  proportion  to  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance  as  the  rate  per  acre  so 
assessed  and  levied  as  in  paragraph  2  hereof  men¬ 
tioned  bears  to  the  total  cost  of  such  irrigation- 
work. 

4.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
the  “  Delta  Irrigation  By-law,  1925.”

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — - 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 


been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor¬ 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
